Pure Impact Records 


Interview with Peter from Pure 
Impact Records done sometime in 
October ‘00. Interview by Adam. 


GU: Lets start simple, what’s your 
name, location and age? 

P: Simple question, simple answer: my 
name is Peter, I live just outside of 
Brussels in Belgium, age 33. 

GU: What was your first experience 
with underground music? What was 
the first record you got? 

P: Through my neighbour who played 
guitar in a punk band when I was some 
12-13 years old. A lot of the kids 
here started to get into punk at that 
time. First punk record or first record 
overall. My first punk record must 
have been Dead Kennedys “Fresh fruit 
for rotten vegetables”, first record was 
a Rod Stewart 7”, I admit! 

GU: How long has Pure Impact been 
around? Why did you decide to start 
your own label? 

P: Pure Impact has been around since 
1984 as a fanzine, the label / distro 
was started up at the end of 1995 when 
I decided it was time to do something 
else than the zine. There were not too 
many good labels around in 1995, a lot 
of excellent bands never got the chance 
to record and since I’m a record collec¬ 
tor myself I basically wanted to put out 
the kind of records that I would like to 
buy myself, for the musical quality and 
packaging. 

GU: Do you run Pure Impact by your¬ 
self? 

Yes, it’s a one man thing at the 
moment. There’s no way I can make a 
living off it yet. A lot of hard work 
with all the mail, orders, bookkeeping 
and all that. 

GU: Describe an average day working 
with Pure Impact. 

P: Get up at 05.00 am, start reading 
and replying to e-mails and whatever, 


at 09.00 it’s off to the post office to go 
get the rest of the mail, then quickly 
process the orders to make it in time to 
my regular job at 11.30. Back home 
around 08.30 pm, grab some food, and 
then back working at Pure Impact till 
midnight. Long days, better think twice 
before you start a label! 

GU: What do you find are the biggest 
problems with running a record label? 
P: Only one big problem in my case 
and that’s time. Finances is another 
thing, I would need some more cash if 
I wanted to realize all the projects I 
have in mind like CD-ROM, videos 
and such. 

GU: What is the most rewarding 
aspect? 

P: Getting positive feedback from 
bands, other labels and fans and gener¬ 
ally all the nice contacts worldwide, to 
find out that I’m not just doing it all 
for myself but that a lot of other people 
enjoy what I do too. 

GU: Do you consider Pure Impact a 
skinhead oriented label? 

P: Yes, a 100%. I have been a skin¬ 
head since 1983, it’s basically my 
whole life and I don’t really care too 
much for other scenes. 

GU: Tell us a little bit about the scene 
specifically in your area. Does it vary 
much in different areas or is it consis¬ 
tent? What do you see as the biggest 
problem with the scene in Belgium 
(and Europe) as it exists today? 

P: There is no scene anymore where I 
live. Brussels used to have a thriving 
scene in the early 80’s with bands like 
The Firm, Buzz Buzz & The Common 
Oi, La Polka Des Rats and later on 
Fight Action, but it all died out. 
Needless to say it’s not easy to be a 
skinhead in Brussels with all the scum 
around. Bruges which is about an hour 
from Brussels has the strongest scene 


at the moment with the bands The 
Pride, Les Vilains, Headcase, Voice Of 
Glory and a 100% skinhead pub “De 
Kastelein”. That’s more or less become 
the meeting point for everyone 
involved in the Belgian scene and there 
are gigs at De Kastelein every month, 
mostly with foreign bands. Some of 
the bands that have played there so far 
are The Pride, Headcase and Les 
Vilains of course, but also On File, 
Retaliator, Hardsell, Evil Conduct, 
Mighty Dogs, Offside, Skinflicks and 
tonight The Troublemakers from 
Canada. No really big problems in the 
scene in Belgium, but the lack of some 
new skins. We’re all old bastards here. 
As far as Europe goes, I see govern¬ 
ment pressure and the advocates of 
political correctness as the biggest 
threat. They just won’t allow anyone 
anymore to have a different opinion. 
GU: How many releases has Pure 
Impact done so far? Which are 
you most proud of? 

P: 17 releases so far. I’m really happy 
with most of them, but maybe espe¬ 
cially with Best Defense because it’s 
one of my all-time favorite bands and 
it took me years to track down the 
masters and former band members to 
be able to release that CD and 
Crusade, because I love the music and 
what he sings about is exactly how I 
feel about the state of things. You 
won’t get much more skinhead than 
that, without songs about boots & 
booze, just harsh reality! 

GU: Do you consider Pure Impact or 
yourself to be motivated by 
politics or any political message? Do 
you ever work with bands that 
are overtly political? 

P: Pure Impact has nothing to do with 
politics, but I obviously have strong 
views on just about everything. Pure 
Impact is a skinhead label, and I don’t 






necessarily have to agree with every¬ 
thing that every band says. The only 2 
bands that I have put out that were 
overtly political were Fist Of Steel 
(fiercely anti-communist) and Bagadou 
Stourm (French RAC). Bagadou 
Stourm I put out because it’s good 
music, because we’ve been friends for 
some 15 or so years already and 
because it’s very skinhead still. I 
wouldn’t put out anything left-wing 
though, that would go too much 
against my own opinions. 

GU: Do work in collaboration with or 
have a close relationship with any 
other European labels? 

I work together with just about 
every European label, apart from 
Knock-Out and such which have noth¬ 
ing to do with skinheads but who try to 
recuperate the whole scene for the left. 
When ever was being skinhead about 
being politically correct? Some other 
people I refuse to work with are 
renowned bootleggers, the parasites on 
today’s scene. 

GU: Oi! from the European Mainland 
(French Oi! especially from the 80’s, 
German, Italian, Swedish, ect.) has 
become world famous for its unique 
and powerful sound. Do you have any 
plans to re-release any hard to find 
European classics? 

P: No plans as such, but do you have 
any suggestions? A lot of it has already 
been re-released. There are however 
some old US bands which I would like 
to release. I’ve got lots of old demos 
and such which are just too good to be 
wasted. 

GU: Do you feel that the skinhead 
scene has become more international in 
recent years or has it stayed nationally 
segregated and localized? Why? 

P: It’s always been very international. 
Ever since I started out I’ve had con¬ 
tacts with skins around the world, 
although the fact that there are skins 
now in countries such as Singapore 
and Malaysia is somewhat more 
recent. 

GU: What can we expect from Pure 


Impact in the future? What are your 
projects? 

P: I would love to put out 2 CD-Roms 
with all old issues of the Pure Impact 
and Last Chance zines, including some 
hard-to-find music. Releases coming 
up are Retaliator “Against the grain” 
(their 2nd album), The Pints (aggres¬ 
sive Swedish Oi/punk), Across The 
Hudson (a mix of RAC, HC & south¬ 
ern rock from NY/NJ), Bakers Dozen 
(Scotland) and Les Vilains (Belgium). 

I have also just released The 
HammerBoiz from Canada, which are 
a great band and the CD version of the 
Youthful Offenders album on Vulture 
Rock, which has now sold out. Check 
out the Pure Impact site for updates, 
band news, MP3’s and links to the 
bands’ sites. 

GU: If you could release something by 
any band past or present what 
would it be? 

P: Probably an Uprise (from Philly) 
CD, with everything they ever record¬ 
ed like the 7”, compilation tracks and 
the album which was never released. 
They’re still one of my favorites and 
I’m trying to convince them to give me 
an OK, but all band members are total¬ 
ly out of the scene and very reluctant. 
GU: Any closing comments? 

P: Thanks a million for the interview 
and the best of luck with the zine and 
your band. Greetings to all my 
American and Canadian contact, too 
many to mention, but you know who 
you are... If anyone doesn’t have 
access to the Internet, but would like to 
get a copy of the catalog, just let me 
know. Keep the faith!

Interview conducted with Tommy the 
Terrible sometime in early September 
6 00 by Adam for oio imusic 
GU: Who are Tommy & the Terrors? 
T: Well we have been sent down from 
heaven by God himself to save the 
human race from the evils of rock n 
roll. I Guess we are kind of like angels 
on a “mission from God”. It’s our duty 
to live decadent lives highlighted by 
the romps with the most beautiful of 
women, the finest of liquors and did 
mention beautiful women? By engag¬ 
ing in these fiendish activities the 
masses can live vicariously through us 
thereby saving their souls from hell. 
We rock so you may live on. How do 
we rock so hard? Well it all starts with 
Anders (Bruce) Gearing on the skins 
bashing away, then we add a pinch of 
Lance (don’t call me fancy pants) 
Burnet’s southern fried lead guitar, 
equaled only by Kevin (little Kevin) 
Howard’s flawless manipulation of his 
axe. And what would Kev’s rhythm be 
with out Mike (I hate peebles) Peebles 
on the bass tying everything together. 
And lastly myself Tommy serenading 
the girls with my velvet pipes and sil¬ 
ver tongue, or was it silver pipes and 
velvet tongue? 

GU: Where do you guys hail from? 

T: We pretty much hail from behind 
police where nobody can hurt us for 
doing it. We all live in MA. Myself 
and Little Kevin live in beautiful 
Dorchester, Mike and Anders live in 
historic Quincy and Lance lives in a 
hotel for recovering homosexuals. He 
is getting much better. 

GU: Boston has boasted some of the 
greatest contributors to the streetpunk 


scene since the late 80’s, but rumor has 
it that recent club closings and indige¬ 
nous Boston bands going on tour for 
most of the year has reduced some 
parts of New England to ghost towns. 
Do you think the scene up there is suf¬ 
fering? 

T: Boston has a kick ass scene. There 
are tons of younger kids out and about 
causing mayhem while the older kids 
refuse to fade out or grow up, take 
your pick. As for bands there are so 
many great bands that offer such an 
unbelievable range of sounds here 
now. A lot of them tour around but 
there are still plenty of bands that just 
do New England. The only thing that 
is holding Boston back is the lack of 
places to play. There are virtually no 
clubs, when we are lucky enough to 
find one that is willing to put on a 
punk show it’s always “get the fuck 
out by 9 because we have to get these 
college kids in here for dance night 
and champagne” or some equivalent 
bullshit. When we get a VFW or some¬ 
thing in that vein it’s generally one 
show. Fucked up things happen to the 
place, a couple of dicks screw it up for 
everyone and then that place won’t do 
shows anymore. Word gets around and 
eventually there are no or at best very 
few places willing to give us a chance. 
When I first started getting into the 
punk scene there were shit loads of 
clubs, the Channel, Bunrattys, the Rat 
etc. etc., now they are parking lots or 
have been bought by colleges. The 
owners either don’t realize the built in 
crowd that they can draw by putting on 
punk show or they are afraid of law¬ 
suits or something. A while back some 
chick got her neck broken (or some¬ 
thing along those lines) at the Middle 
East (a club in Cambridge) and that 
pretty much put an end to all ages 
shows around here. 

GU: How would you describe your 
music? 

T: We put the cock back in rock and 
roll what else is there? 

GU: The terrors have a pretty tight 
and mature sound musically, how long 
have you been playing your instru¬ 


ments? What are your influences? 
Have any of you been in previous 
bands? 

T: All the guys playing have been 
playing their weapons of mass destruc¬ 
tion for quite a while. We have all 
known each other since high school 
days (with the exception of Kevin and 
lance, we would never hang out with 
them in real life) and our bands always 
used to play together. So it seemed like 
the next natural step to join forces to 
relieve the ladies of the burden of 
wearing those confining panties (heh 
heh panties). As for influences, we all 
have many different tastes ranging 
from the legends like Tenacious D and 
Elvis to old reggae to bands like 
Menace and the F.U’s, to oi! of all 
sorts, punk bands hardcore stuff to the 
Titte Brothers. I don’t know what 
shows through when we play. I’ve 
heard all kinds of comparisons but they 
are from all ranges of the spectrum. 
Pretty much give it a listen or better 
yet come see us play and form your 
own opinion. 

GU: Kevin, a girl in DC said that you 
are the father of her love child... is this 
true? 

T: Kevin actually can’t get an erection 
anymore because of drugs so it’s 
impossible that he could father a child. 
Could you imagine that though a little 
Kevin, like the friggin incubus. 

GU: You guys are on the road a lot, 
and you build up quite a loyal and 
enthusiastic following. When are you 
going to take a break from playing all 
across this great land of ours to record 
something? When can we expect a 
release form the Terrors? 

T: What the fuck is a record? Actually 
we have recorded an ep for Rodent 
Popsicle that should be out any day 
now. There’s a pretty good sampling of 
our stuff on that. We’ve got a split 7” 
with the Authority coming out before 
the next millennium on Flat Records. 
But the full length will probably be out 
before that and we haven’t even started 
recording the full length yet. But keep 
an eye out anyway and you may get a 
delightful surprise at the record shop. 








We’ve got a couple of songs on compi¬ 
lations, scene killer 2 and 3 and on 
Boston Drops the Gloves: Slapshot 
tribute album). Anyone who bought 
the demo while we were touring last 
winter got themselves a piece of rock n 
roll history in their hands so hang on to 
it because you will never see it again. 
GU: What is the best band you’ve 
played with, and your favorite area to 
play in? 

T: Fuck the best band question... pretty 
much every band that we play with 
sucks dick. Do I really need to say 
anymore? But seriously folks we love 
playing with (both ways) A Poor 
Excuse from Boston (think agnostic 
front, an army of robots from the 25th 
century and Satan got drunk and 
fucked, this is their miscarriage), 
Hudson Falcons always kick our asses 
all over the east coast, Fit for Abuse 
(evil evil evil), Pug Uglies always rock 
it, Battalion 86 show us a great time 
and are always hitting on us whenever 
we play together, the Lashes who are 
equally hot and good, Darkbuster who 
can out drink us by one beer, Dropkick 
Murphy’s who help us out and give a 
thousand percent back to Boston’s 
scene and that drummer is so cute, Toe 
to Toe even if they are from Australia, 
Forced Reality (their new shit is even 
better than their old shit if that’s even 
possible) and Youthful Offenders (oops 
we never did play with them). I expect 
blowjobs from all of these bands now, 
after all that name dropping, so line 
‘em up boys. As for our favorite place 
to play, besides Boston of course, 
Richmond VA. Holy shit I have never 
had such a good time. The crowd 
down there doesn’t fuck around at all; 
they know how to really have a good 
time at a show. It was complete chaos 
and there was no bullshit tension 
between different groups at the show. 
And the girls are wicked fucking hot 
down there. Other than that, I’m sure 
that all my fellow band mates would 
agree that playing with Cock Sparrer in 
Boston was a cream dream. 

GU: What kinda beer are you fellas 
drinking these days? 


T: The kind that gets you shit faced. 
GU: Do the Terrors have any mass 
merchandising plans to go along with 
their future releases? 

T: Of course of course...check out our 
website and see it in all it’s glory. 

Keep an eye out for the crotch-less ter¬ 
rors panties (there’s that word again), 
vibrators, and invisible t-shirts (girly 
sizes only), all coming soon. 

GU: Do you have any more mini¬ 
tours or shows planned for the near 
future? 

T: Well we are hoping to get down to 
Richmond again and we have a couple 
things working themselves out but you 
can check out the website for further 
info on upcoming shows. We try to 
keep them secret so they don’t sell out 
too fast. 

GU: What does the future hold for 
Tommy & the Terrors 
T: Hopefully more girls will toss their 
panties (last time I promise) on stage 
and then come and try to get them 
back after the show. I am foreseeing 
our loyal army of prostitutes growing 
in numbers and taking over a small 
portion of Guam or maybe Puerto 
Rico.

Ha ha ha ha ha ha ha San Jose ha ha ha 
ha ha ha. You guys can keep 
Rongen...What happened to the

AMERICAN HISTORy 

sroRyriAAt 


George Robert Twelves Hughes was 
the 1700’s incarnation of your average 
Joe. George grew up in Boston during 
the colonial period. He was a short, 
fat little man with glasses who worked 
for a shoemaker His father had worked 
all of his life as a shoe cobbler and 
George hoped that he could one day 
own his own shoe shop and be his own 
boss. George was in short, a typical 
workingman. He grew up in a time 
when it was universally believed that 
some folks were bom better than oth¬ 
ers. Aristocrats were thought to be bet¬ 
ter than workers and other “common 
folk” and that people of lower social 
classes should treat the wealthy 
with deference and respect because 
they were superior. The poor were, for 
example, never supposed to look 
directly at a wealthy man or speak to 
him unless spoken to. One day in 
1773, George was heading home from 
a bar that he had gone to after work 
when he saw a man that was infamous 
in Boston at that time, John Malcolm. 
John Malcolm was a British ship 
builder and captain. Back then, being a 
ship builder was prestigious enough, 
but knowing how to sail a ship on 
top of that was a really big deal. He 
was a also a privateer for the British. 
Basically he was a sanctioned pirate, 
he would plunder ships and the British 
turned a blind eye as long as none of 
the ships he robbed were English and 
as long as the crown 
got 10% of his loot. Despite his wealth 
John Malcolm was notorious in Boston 
for being a cruel man. Despite his 
wealth he was a known woman beater, 
he had several illegitimate children, he 
was often drunk in public, and he was 
not above extorting “protection 
money” from people who owned busi¬ 
nesses along the Boston harbor. So 
anyway, George sees John Malcolm, 


drunk as usual, harassing a woman in 
the street. The woman is with her 
young child and the child begins to 
scream that his mother be left alone. 
John Malcolm then turned his attention 
to the child by beating him, in the 
middle of the street, with his fists. The 
woman cried out for help, but it was 
late and not many people were on the 
streets. On top of that, John Malcolm 
was wealthy, as well as British, and in 
pre-Revolutionary America that basi¬ 
cally meant that you could do whatever 
the hell you wanted and no one would 
stop you. So George, fat little George, 
sees all this and decides he has had 
enough. He decides to defy every 
social rule and convention that was in 
place in 1773 and take a stand. He 
yells at John Malcolm, and tells him to 
stop. He says that he is a better man 
than Malcolm is, and that he does not 
care how much money John Malcolm 
has, because George knows that one- 
day his wickedness will be punished. 
John Malcolm could not believe his 
ears. This little nobody was talking to 
him like an equal. Malcolm turned 
around, left the child there, and walked 
over to poor old George. Rage burned 
in Malcolm’s eyes, and when he got 
within arms length of George, our 
short fat little hero broke one the great¬ 
est off all social taboos at the time. He 
struck a man who was above his 
station. George punched John Malcolm 
right in the throat. John Malcolm, more 
shocked at the action that George had 
taken than injured by the blow, erupted 
in rage. Malcolm struck George until 
he fell, and then laid a beating down 
on George Robert Twelves Hughes the 
likes of which few had seen before. 
George began to cry out, he was a 
weak little fella and couldn’t defend 
himself against a hardened sea captain. 
He cried out for someone to help him, 


and something happened in Boston that 
night that had never happened before. 
The people of Boston heard George’s 
cries of anguish, and got out of their 
beds to lend a hand. The street began 
to fill with people who were coming to 
George’s aid. Maybe it was the blos¬ 
soming spirit of revolution that was 
filling the hearts of Americans at the 
time or maybe it was compassion that 
they held for George, the fat little 
man whom they saw every time they 
went to go get a pair of shoes. Folk 
poured into the street, pulled John 
Malcolm off of George and did some¬ 
thing that no group of working people 
had done to a rich man in the history 
of the colonies. They tarred and feath¬ 
ered John Malcolm, tied him up, put 
him backwards in a saddle, and sent 
him riding out of town. 

What is the point of this story? The 
point is that everyday the wealthy walk 
all over us, show us less respect than 
they show their prized show dogs or 
spoiled children and we, for the most 
part, take it. Its as if they aren’t con¬ 
tent with us being employed by them 
for wages that are infinitesimal frac¬ 
tions of what they make. They aren’t 
satisfied that they grow rich off of our 
sweat and toil, they need to make 
themselves feel even greater than us by 
treating us like shit. The same shit that 
happened in 1773 is still happening 
today, just in a different way. It ain’t 
right. A lesson an be learned from the 
tale of George Robert Twelves 
Hughes: the next time some rich bas¬ 
tard gives you crap for whatever rea¬ 
son, just remind him that just cause he 
has more green that you doesn’t mean 
he is made of any better stuff. It does¬ 
n’t matter if you let him know with a 
barbed word or a punch to the throat, 
just don’t take it lying down. George 
got justice, & so will we.

B= Brad, C= Chris. 


GU: Could you give us a brief history 
of the band and who the current mem¬ 
bers are? 

-B: Chris and I got together in January 
of last year and we both had some stuff 
written that we had messed with with 
other bands before. Recruited Andrew 
to play drums, but he moved to bass 
and Jim from Red Angel Dragnet 
played drums for us until we could get 
someone permanent. Insert Alex here. 
We had quite a few switcharoos on 
bass over the past year. As of right 
now we are: Brad on vocals, Chris on 
guitar, Pete on 2nd guitar, Freeman on 
bass and Alex on drums. We had a 
joke going for a while that we were 
really just a 3 piece band with inter¬ 
changeable bass parts. 

GU: What was the reason for the 
recent line-up change? 

-B: Andrew wasn’t able to make the 
time commitment to playing, especial¬ 
ly out of town shows, so it was kinda a 
mutual thing. He didn’t want to hold 
us back, so we got Freeman from 
Wheelbite. Actually we are 
still on the lookout for a more perma¬ 
nent bass player as Freeman still has 
stuff to do with Wheelbite. We’ve 
been wanting to add a 2nd guitarist for 
a while now, but it just recently 
worked out with Pete. He packed his 
shit and moved on up here. It really 
adds a lot to the music, plus it gives 
someone to write riffs and shit with 
Chris cause I sure as hell can’t. 

-C: I’m too biased to answer that one. 
GU: What are some of your strongest 
musical influences. What bands 


are you into? 

-B: For me I would have to say 
Condemned 84 and the 4-Skins. I’m 
really into a lot of the older stuff like 
Condemned 84, Combat 84, 4 Skins, 
ya know, the usual. I really digs me 
some Forced Reality (even if Pete 
Morcey like to have sex with small 
woodland creatures). Agnostic Front, 
there’s really too damn many to list. I 
like some punk stuff and some stuff 
that most people wouldn’t like. Some 
of the newer bands are all right, but 
everything is starting to sound the 
same now. I also like some RAC stuff. 
KC and the Sunshine Band tear it up! 
-C: I still try to get that Arresting 
Officers type of sound. They are a big 
influence in my writing. Also a lot of 
metal bands and some hardcore. 
Currently I’ve been listening to a lot of 
different stuff from Forced Reality, to 
Hatebreed, to Avalon. 

GU: How would you describe your 
music? 

-B: Older style Oi! with a harder edge. 
Kinda like a Condemned 84 cocktail 
with a twist of Agnostic Front. 

-C: HEAVY..We get our point 

across without sounding like a GMM 
knock off. 

GU: What was the cause for the name 
change from Steel Toe Alarm Clock to 
the Battalion 86? 

-B: There are so many fuckin’ bands 
out there that are Steel Toe something- 
or-another, or Steel Cap blahblahblah, 
and it was just too damn long and hard 
to remember. Plus we would always 
slur it so bad after we’ve been drinking 
that no one could understand what the 
hell we were saying. 

-C: STAC had too many words 
GU: Many people think if you are in a 
band you get more tail than a toilet 
seat...is this true? 

-B: I’m married so I really don’t pay 
any attention to that, so I dunno, ask 
the single guys. I know my wife likes 


to watch us play cause I’M DEAD 
SEXY!!!! Pete is the only single guy in 
the band, everyone else is spoken for. 
But he’s too shy to do anything any¬ 
way. Did you hear that ladies? He’s 
fuckin single here! 

GU: Brad, being a family man do you 
ever feel conflict between a band that 
plays out of town often and your quiet 
domestic home life? 

-B: Oh Christ yes! Sometimes it’s hard 
to leave knowing that you aren’t gonna 
see your wife and son for a while. 
Sometimes Scottie comes on the road 
with us but that’s still hard cause I 
really start to miss the little guy. It also 
makes for some very long days. Up 
with the baby at 5 or 5:30, off to work, 
home to the fam for a couple of hours, 
put the boy to bed, then it’s off to prac¬ 
tice for a few hours, then stuff around 
the house. Sometimes we even sit 
down and eat dinner. Nothing like 
averaging 3-4 hours of sleep a day for 
months.Quiet domestic life my ass!! 
Come on down sometime and see how 
quiet it is when you’ve got a 1 year old 
climbing over everything. 

GU: Do you guys have day jobs or are 
you rocking out Battalion 86 tunes 
24/7 

-B: What are you fuckin nuts or some¬ 
thing? We have bills and rent to pay. I 
work for VDOT, Chris works at 
Twisters, Alex sleeps and is apparently 
starting work this week. Freeman 
paints houses and Pete (he just moved 
to Richmond) is going to be doing day- 
labor stuff till he can get something 
nailed down. It would be nice if the 
band was our job. If I could make a 
living and make sure that Scottie, 

Drake and I had everything we need, 
then I’d do it in a second. And there 
would have to be fresh fruit and a big 
star on the dressing room door at all 
our shows. 

GU: Being from Richmond, do you 







have any plans to play with GWAR in 
the near future? 

-B: No, but we were asked to be on a 
GWAR tribute comp. 

-C: FUCK GWAR. 

GU: What is your favorite band that 
you’ve played with 
-B: Definitely has to be Forced 
Reality. Not only are they a damn 
good band, but they are great guys too. 
-C: Toss up between Forced Reality 
and Tommy and the Terrors. 

GU: Favorite brews? 

-B: I’ll drink anything from Black 
Label to Guinness, I don’t care. Free is 
the best though. 

-C: Cafffey’s 

GU: When someone talks about the 
south, what is the first thing that pops 
into your mind? 

-B: Kiss my grits!!! 

-C: Chicken 

GU: Do you guys have a tour or any 
future shows planned 
-B: We were just asked to join Forced 
Reality and The Authority on a West 
Coast tour soon. We’ve got a show 
with The Templars and Oxblood com¬ 
ing up here in Richmond on July 29th 
(shameless plug). Prolly not gonna 
play too much in August, just gonna 
get some new stuff ironed out. We’ve 
got a bunch of new songs, we just need 
to add some final touches to em.

-B: Ruling the world with an iron jelly 
bean. Seriously though, just plugging 
away, playing out and having fun.

Scene Killer 3 comp that Outsider 
Records is releasing in September. Be 
on the lookout for a full length as well.

Adolf & the Piss Artists- Zero Hour 

(CD) 

APA is hands down one of the best 
punk bands to come out of the U.S. in 
recent years and they really strut their 
stuff in their first full length. All the 
stuff you love about APA like Chet’s 
strong vocals and the blazing lead gui¬ 
tar melodies that drive the songs are 
present here. The cd starts off with the 
rockin’ instrumental ‘March of the Piss 
Artists’ and then leads into one of the 
cd’s best cuts, the future anthem 
‘Abrasive Punk’. Several of their clas¬ 
sics, ‘Terminators’, ‘False Idols’, 
‘Death of Honor’,‘Heroes?’, are 
redone on this cd, but there are plenty 
of new tracks on here as well. 

Standout songs are ‘Social Force’, 
‘Pushed Aside’, ‘You Don’t Want to 
Know’, and ‘Stand Alone’. There is 
even a hidden song on the last track 
that APA fans will recognize from the 
first 7”. There is a cover of David 
Bowe’s ‘Suffragette City’ on this cd. I 
didn’t really like it the first time 
around, but Chet & the boys really 
turned that lemon into a good fucking 
song. Zero Hour was even recorded at 
the same studio where the Templars 
did ODO, so you know the recording 
quality is awesome. Bottom Line: If 
you like punk rock, get this album. 
GMM Records 

Battalion 86- Street Level Justice 

(MCD) 

This is a self-released and apparently 
self-recorded cd is a good introduction 
to the brutal world of Battalion 86. 
These guys have been playing all over 
for the past year or so, if you live on 
the east coast there is a good chance 
you have seen them, and they have 
tracks on a couple comps but as of 
right now this is the only release that is 
all them. B86 kicks ass live because 


they have just the right mix of oi/rac 
style guitar riffs that are followed by 
bouncing bass lines. The band is held 
together by the frighteningly gruff 
vocals of Brad Richmond. I think he 
eats puppies and drinks the blood of 
schoolchildren to get his voice that 
gruff. The cd starts off w/ the title 
track, and live favorite, Street Level 
Justice. This song has all the good 
stuff that characterizes most B86 
songs, ridiculously gruff vocals with 
red-hot guitar rhythms, and crowd 
rousing sing-a-longs. There are only 5 
tacks & but they’re all solid. Bottom 
Line: Recording quality isn’t the best 
but the music still kicks your ass. Go 
see them live & pick it up. 

Self Produced 

Bitter Bois- The Streets are Burning 

(CD) 

WooHoo! This is one great cd. 12 
tracks of foot stompin oi music from 
these Finnish streetrock masters. I’ve 
listened to this cd a bunch since I got it 
and every time I put it on its like a 
kick in the gut. The drums and bass 
blast the songs out of you stereo, while 
the red-hot guitars pump up the songs, 
and the listener. The vocals fit perfect¬ 
ly with the music, and give it a finish¬ 
ing touch of pure aggression. 100% 
bloody knuckled oi music on this one 
with stand out tracks being ‘The Day 
You Can’t Run’, ‘Waiting for Friday 
Night’, and the title track. Bottom 
Line: I wish more awesome music like 
this would come out of Finland. 

Blind Beggar Records 

The Bodies- Firepower is our 
Business (12”) 

Anybody who says bands put out by 
Vulture Rock aren’t any good can kiss 
my grits. The Bodies ooze pure punk 
rock energy on this 6 track LP. I will 
admit that I did not put this on with 
great expectations, as I am not a fan of 
the Bodies earlier material, mainly 
because of their inane song topics as 
well as 1-minute-per-track formula. 
They really turned it around on this 
one with 6 songs with topics ranging 


from police harassment, to honoring 
our veterans, to how drugs can steal 
your dreams. The record is filled with 
tight, and fast punky oi with awesome 
’77 style guitar work, and bouncing 
bass lines that will push the limits of 
your stereo. Standout tracks here are 
‘Street Troopers’, one of those great 
songs that just makes you hit the 
streets with your friends and have a 
couple beers, and ‘Justice’ which calls 
for justice for the victims of rape and 
murder. Bottom Line: 100% better 
than the Bodies of old. Well worth the 
money. 

Vulture Rock 

Boot Militia- Self Titled (7 ”) 

I admittedly don’t know as much about 
Oi! as the next proper skinhead, but I 
do know enough to be trusted when I 
say that Boot Militia is bad ass NJ Oi!. 
Their four-song debut 7” on (insert 
name of record label here) has not one 
clear standout song because they’ll all 
kick your ass. The vocals will strike 
fear into the hearts of the timid, the 
guitar is tough and well written, and 
the bass and drums do an outstanding 
job pulling the whole thing together. 
The A-side starts with their cover of 
the classic “Pullin’ On The Boots.” 

The vocals are quite a lot deeper than 
those on the original tune, and it’s 
played a little bit faster, but these only 
help to give the song a new edge. The 
second track on the side, “Salute,” is a 
well-written demand for proper respect 
towards our Veterans from Vietnam. 
The B-side starts with “BKBC,” the 
toughest song on the 7”, and a tribute 
to their friends and crew. The whole 
thing ends just as hard as it started 
with “Menace to Sobriety,” a look at, 
well.. .drinking. You can picture the 
rest. Boot Militia’s sound is very 
American and very ballsy. They’re 
approach reminds me a lot of 
Condemned 84 or The Oppressed, and 
they pack as much power as any true 
Oi! band that I’ve ever heard. I’m 
looking forward to more releases from 
these guys, so for now, we’ll just have 
to be content with this little tease of a

Self Produced 

Bunker 84- Kombat d’hier et de 
Demain (x2CD) 

Good lord this is a lot of music. This 
double cd set has all of Bunker 84’s 
released material (full lengths and 7”s) 
as well as tracks from their ’85 demo. 
Over 110 minutes of music! Bunker 
84 plays a much slower and more 
rocking, bass heavy brand of oi, and 
for that reason not many people seem 
to like them. I’m a fan of their music 
though, and it’s all right here. There 
are no new tracks on this of course, but 
if you couldn’t land some of their vinyl 
releases then this is worth it. All the 
classics from ‘Liberte’ and ‘Notre 
Combat’ are here. It’s just too much 
music to review though. Bottom Line: 
If you are not familiar with Bunker 84 
then this might be a good release to 
pick up, for die hard fans...its all here.

Chapter 21- Ashes (7”) 

Welly welly well, another release from 
the Chap 21 boys. You gotta give 
these guys points for consistency, this 
sounds pretty much exactly like their 
‘United in Anger’ ep from Vulture 
rock. Chapter 21 has superior musical 
abilities but I 
can never 
seem to get 
past their 
singer.. .he 
sounds really 
whinny. The 
vocals aside 
Chap 21 

knocks out some really good mid 
tempo oi. The standout track on here 
is ‘Lalapaloozer’, a track about trendy 
kids and mtv culture. The other two 
tracks ‘Ashes’, a slower song about a 
rape victim, and ‘Days Gone by’, a 
track ‘bout the good old days, are ok 
but again I can’t get past those vocals. 
He sounds like a snotty 8 year old that 
really has to take a shit. Bottom line: 
If you can get past the vocals or if you 


are a fan of the first record then you’ll 
like this, otherwise don’t bother. 

DSS Records 

Combat Ready- Hates You (CD) 
Worth the wait? Hell yea! This much 
anticipated cd featuring Jeff from 
Stormwatch and Chris from Bomb 
Squadron does not disappoint. It’s 
sure to piss some folks off too! 
Musically, they sound like later 
Stormwatch (Right to Remain Violent) 

to the 10 th power. On the whole the 
songs are fast, with bone crunching 
guitar rhythms and solos, backed up 
with fan-fucking-tastic drumming. 

Full out, balls on the table, beer swill¬ 
in’, whore fuckin’ American oi! 
Lyrically, this album is hilarious. 

Songs topics include the one-night 
stands (‘Half Minute Hero’), and wak¬ 
ing up next to fat bitches (‘Beer 
Goggles’) and of course lots of tracks 
about drinking and fighting. Not since 
the Big Bad Bullocks has a band put 
out an album with so many songs 
about drinking that are actually enter¬ 
taining. There are serious songs on 
here too, like standout ‘I Stand 
Opposed’, about the U.N., and ‘They 
Were Betrayed’, a track about war 
heroes. I love the sing-a-long cover of 
“Every Rose has its Thom”...brilliant. 

I can’t say enough good things about 
this album, and if you don’t like it or 
aren’t amused then, as the band says, 
you can go eat a dick. Bottom Line: 
Buy or Die 
Vulture Rock 

Crusade- Sounding the Death Knell 
of Britain (CD) 

That classic sound of 80’s British oi is 
back, on steroids, in the form of 
Crusade. Its all here, the heavy accent, 
he powerful guitar lines, and pounding 
drums. There is a decidedly modem 
feel to the music though that is present 
in the seamless melodies and solos, 
and that is what separates Crusade 
from any old Condemned rip off band. 
Some of the songs are just straight up 
rockers like “Where is your 



Conspiracy” and “This is Our 
Country”. Others are slower more bal¬ 
lad kinda of songs like the title track 
and “You Won’t Crucify Me” that real¬ 
ly showcase the bands wide range of 
sounds. The lyrics are pretty much 
exclusively about social issues that are 
affecting Britain, so there is some 
meaning to accompany their catchy 
and powerful songs. Bottom Line: A 
pleasant surprise from England, good 
stuff. 

Pure Impact 

Dr. Martens Beat- Fight for Change 

(7”) 

Whoa man does this fucking blow. 
Where to begin? These guys are from 
Galiza, Spain and are very proud of 
that. They should maybe channel 
some of that pride into their music and 
make a product that doesn’t suck. 3 of 
the four songs are in English, and the 
ballad for their homeland (Galiza) is in 
Spanish. Musically they are not bad, 
nothing special but not horrible. The 
vocalist brings the whole band down 
though. He sounds like someone is 
stepping on his nuts. Seriously, his 
singing voice sounds pre-pubescent. I 
don’t think the vocalist writes the 
lyrics though, because only a chim¬ 
panzee with diarrhea scribbling on toi¬ 
let paper with his own shit could come 
up with lyrics this clumsy and point¬ 
less. Not much else can be said about 
this one. Bottom Line: This thing 
duffs ass. 

Dim Records 

The Explorers- Fight (CD) 

This five piece reggae band from 
France delivers some good, traditional 
reggae on their first full length release 
on Like A Shot Records. Like their 
songs on the “Ride Me Back To 
Skaville” compilation, the music is 
very catchy and danceable, and the 
vocals (all in English) are consistently 
amusing. The cd starts with the title 
track, a short song, sounding very 
much like a Leslie Kong/Beverly’s 
rhythm. A sweet harmonica lead starts 
the song off, and gives way to a chorus 






of “This is the one you’ve got to fight” 
for the remainder of the song. They 
then transition into “Jack the 
Baldhead,” a smooth Pyramids-style 
beat with some funny rude lyrics (my 
favorite kind!). “Catch This Train” is 
another highlight, beginning with just 
the bass and chicken scratch-style lead 
guitar, then breaking into another 
quick, skinhead rhythm with a vocal 
confirmation of their preference toward 
“’69 reggae.” My personal favorite is 
“Smash the Garden Party.” This is a 
somewhat complicated instrumental, 
which features a lead sax utilizing the 
tune to Kentrick Patrick’s “Don’t Stay 
Out Late,” with a harmonica coming in 
and responding to the sax. There’s a 
nice breakdown in the middle of the 
song into a more ska-style beat, and it 
very closely resembles any number of 
Don Drummond/Skatalites songs. The 
cd ends with two dubs, a style I am not 
especially fond of, but they do it very 
well. The Explorers are a great reggae 
outfit from France who’ve got the most 
authentic reggae sound I’ve heard 
since any of the originals. All their 
tracks sound exactly like old Pama or 
Pyramids-style recordings. If it’s the 
original reggae sounds of 1969 that 
you love and crave, don’t wait any 
longer to get this cd because it’s a real 
scorcher. (Review by Jon) 

Like-A-Shot 

HammerBoiz- Steel City Brewed 

(CD) 

Finally a full length from Canada’s 
newest oi outfit. These older rockers 
from the north deliver a catchy mid- 
tempo brand of oi that really has a 
sound all its own. The Hammerboiz 
are musically mature, and have total 
command over their instruments, this 
helps give the album its foot stomping 
power. The tough sounding vocals 
match the music well, and the lyrics 
suit each song perfectly. Song topics 
range from remembering a fallen 
friend (Johnny), a patriotic little num¬ 
ber about the great white north (Oh, 
Canada), to songs about beer and girls. 

I was a little worried when I first heard 


about these guys from friends and 
eventually their demo that they might 
be...well, hammers; but Pure Impact 
once again gives us a great title that 
doesn’t shove rhetoric down your 
throat. Bottom Line: As solid a debut 
as you could ask for, awesome steet- 
punk with a unique sound.

The 
track ‘Step by Step’ made me think of 
some of their material from

Sheer Terror- Bulldog Edition 

(2XCD) 

I don’t really like hardcore. That being 
said I am still a Sheer Terror fan, more 
for their ‘Love Songs for the Unloved’ 
stuff than anything else. 

Unfortunately, that’s the only release 
that that isn’t on this collection. This 
one has got ‘Just Can’t Hate Enough’, 
‘Live at CBGB’, ‘Old. New. Borrowed 
& Blue’, ‘Thanks fer Nuthin’, & other 
tracks from older recordings & demos. 
It’s basically a discography of all their 
really hardcore stuff. The best material 
on here is from the Live at CBGB 7”, 
and the other stuff is classic Sheer 
Terror with gruff and offensive vocals, 
excellent lyrics, and (unfortunately) a 
grinding hardcore sound. Bottom 
Line: If you like ‘em it’s got all the 
stuff you like, if you hate ‘em it’s got 
all the stuff you hate. 

Blackout Records 

Sledgehammer (Tettsui)- “Wolves of 
Japan” (CD) 

What the fuck happened to 
Sledgehammer?! That isn’t a rhetori¬ 
cal question I would like an answer. I 
am a huge fan of Sledgehammer mate¬ 
rial on SPFC and Vulture Rock (Plus 
the BTB split), but this is not 
Sledgehammer, this is a bunch of 
Pantera rips offs trying to use the 
proud Sledgehammer name, that is 
associated with quality Japanese oi/rac, 
to sell records. I tried to fool myself 
when I first got this by telling myself 


they always had a hard edge, and they 
just got a little bit harder. Soon, how¬ 
ever, reality set in and the ugly truth 
that this is nothing but a metal album 
became apparent. What is worse than 
metal? Bad metal, and you get plenty 
of it here. On one song, I swear, they 
stole the chord progression from ‘Enter 
Sandman’ and put different vocals over 
it! What the hell is that? To be fair 
there are still some classic 
Sledgehammer moments in this album 
where the insanely gruff, yet melodic 
vocals click with the songs, but they 
are few and far between. The only 
good track on here is a remake of their 
classic ‘Patriot’ redone with extra gui¬ 
tar work; the rest of the record blows 
nuts. Fans of the old Sledgehammer 
please do yourselves a favor and avoid 
this at all cost. I’m getting pretty mad 
thinking about ‘Wolves of Japan’ and I 
don’t want to punch any more holes in 
my wall, so I’m gonna stop now.

Snix- Archives Volume No.l 1984- 
1985 (CD) 

This really good for fans of Snix that 
have their studio material and know 
what they sound like, but if getting this 
would be your first exposure to these 
French legends you may want to 
reconsider. This cd has tracks from 
three demos ( 1 from’84,2 from ’85,), 
a live show in Belgium in ’85, and 
contains all of the Snix hits that we 
love like ‘Judas was a Skinhead’, 
‘Fabrrique en France’, ‘Skinhead’, 

‘Coeur de 
Lion’, and 
many oth¬ 
ers. The 
only prob¬ 
lem is the 
recording 
quality is 
pretty 
poor, so if 
you didn’t know what the songs were 



supposed to sound like a head of time 
you might get the wrong idea. The cd 
is jammed packed with music (24 
tracks) with the best stuff probably 
being from the show in Belgium and 
the ’85 demo. A lot of the songs on 
here are repeated on the demos, so a 
few of the tracks are just different ver¬ 
sions of the bands songs. This really 
gives a sense of how the band’s sound 
matured from the beginning, and how 
some of the songs evolved. Bottom 
Line: Essential for all Snix fans.

Templars- Biaus Seignors Freres 

(10”) 

Great new 10” from the almighty 
Templars! The first side has songs 
with members of the band playing with 
other people. The first two tracks were 
recorded under the name “East Side 
Boys”, maybe because the songs are 
West Side Boys covers. First is ‘The 
Oi Years” sung in English by Carl. 
Excellent music with a good transla¬ 
tion of the lyrics. The second track is a 
cover of ‘L’unite’ with Riton from the 
West Side Boys singing & the poor 
knights on backups. Another great 
cover that is right up there with the 
original. The next track is from the 
one sided single “Ivano + the 
Templars= TNT”. It is a cover of 
‘Lavaro’ with Ivano from Asociale 
singing. Awesome cover of a super 
catchy song. The a-side is rounded out 
with a track the Templars did under the 
name of “Sons of Acre”; the song is 
called ‘Cries of Yesterday’ and it fuck¬ 
ing rocks! Heavy rock/old punk influ¬ 
ence on that one. The b-side has their 
tracks from the “Oi! this is Dynamite” 
comp so if you didn’t catch ‘Just 
Another Rebel’, Unemployed Again’, 
‘Hopeless’, ‘The Only Way Out’, and 
‘Terror Tactics’ the first time 
around.. .now’s your chance.

Disagree Records 

Terminus City- Justice isn’t Always 
Fair (12”) 

This was a pleasant surprise. I like 
Terminus City, but I didn’t think the 
first full length was gonna be this 
damn good. TC plays in a style I can 
only call American rock n’oi. They 
draw influence from hard, and classic 
rock, as well as punk and oi. They 
have a full sound, with those foot tap- 
pin’ rock guitar riffs and solos, and 
that super crazy TC drumming that 
holds it all together. The vocals fit the 
music perfectly, and they definitely 
don’t sound like generic “tough guy” 
vocals that a lot of oi! bands try to pull 
off. Some of the songs on here have 
been on other TC releases, ‘My Castle 
and ‘Work for a Living’, but most of it 
is new, good and refreshingly original. 
Some of the tracks like ‘My Castle’, 
‘Punks not Debt’, ‘Work for a Living’ 
ect are strait up American oi. Other 
tracks such as the ultra funny/catchy 
‘Back Seat’, ‘Rumor Mill’, or ‘Fight 
Tonight’, and more hard/classic rock 
influenced.

Tommy & the Terrors- Mass 
Hysteria (MCD) 

‘Bout time this came out. Tommy & 
the Terrors is one of the most energetic 
and entertaining bands I have seen in 
years. They play streetpunk that is 
influenced by just about everything, 
everyone seems to hear different influ¬ 


ences when they see these guys, but 
they all agree that T&T are a talented 
band. What I pick up from these guys 
is a mix of ’77 style punk, with some 
Boston hardcore type stuff; some hard 
rock on the solos, and the rest is clas¬ 
sic oi. It all mixes well and they get a 
sound that is all driven by the manic 
vocals of Sir Thomas the Terrible. 

This cd is a good introduction to their 
sound, with such crowd favorites as 
‘Turn the Screw’, ‘Short Eyes’, ‘I 
Don’t Wanna’, and ‘Last Man 
Standing’. Song topics seem to be 
mostly about real life, dealing with the 
personal (‘Revenge’), to the social 
(‘Turn the Screws’), to the tragic 
(‘Short Eyes’). Of course they could¬ 
n’t leave their first official release 
absent of a song about the Revolution 
so they included a live version of their 
hooligan rouser ‘Lot 11’ that they 
recorded when they came through dc. 
Sound quality is good; I just wish they 
put more songs on it. Guess I’ll have 
to wait for the full length. Bottom 
Line: Fantastic live & just a good in 
the studio. 

Rodent Popsicle Records 

Torqumada- Inquisition (7”) 

Lets see.. .what would I rather be 
doing than listening to this ep? Just 
about anything, this record is an 
absolute waste. The opening track 
(L’ami perdu) is actually a half decent 
streetpunk song, kinda catchy too. The 
vocals sound flat and forced though, 
and that’s a problem that seems to con¬ 
tinue throughout the record. The two 
tracks that follow (‘I Don’t Care’ & 
‘Camarade Bougeois’) are aimless and 
don’t seem to have any concrete 
rhythm or purpose, very unsteady. The 
last track isn’t even a song, its just the 
band making noises into a microphone. 
(By the way, this is the French band 
Torqumada, not the Spanish power 
band) Bottom Line: They should gath¬ 
er up all these records and melt them 
into a vinyl toilet seat.

Trotskids- Le Complete (CD) 










Hahahaha. I love the Trotskids, they 
are without a doubt the most consis¬ 
tently lecherous band since the Macc 
Lads. This is a discography of all their 
work. All the Trotskids classics like 
‘Guelle d’enfer’, 4 L’amour Anal’, and 
‘Pas de Voyos’ are here. You don’t 
need to know French to enjoy this 
stuff! You wouldn’t expect a band that 
sings about butts and things that can be 
stuck into them to sound like hard ass 
streetpunk, but the Trotskids defy most 
expectations. They are mostly mid 
tempo with a classic streetpunk sound, 
and tough sounding vocals that keep 
the music from failing in any depart¬ 
ment. All around they are one of the 
best French punks bands, and its about 
time someone put all their stuff togeth¬ 
er on one cd. The only track of theirs 
I’m not behind is their cover of John 
Lennon’s ‘Imagine’. I didn’t like it the 
first time, and they don’t do enough 
with it to make me like it now. 

Bottom Line: Pure punk rock entertain¬ 
ment! 

Combat Rock Records 

Ultima Thule- Herrlich 
Hermannsland (7”) 

A new 2 song contribution from the 
Viking Rock vanguards Ultima Thule. 
This ep is hardly Viking rock though 
it’s more just like patriotic hard rock 
set to melodic, yet hard vocals. It’s 
Thule, so to some degree you know 
what to expect, but this is slightly dif¬ 
ferent from some of their previous 

stuff, 
especially 
on the full 
lengths. 
Nothing 
radical 
though. 
One dif¬ 
ference is 
that this 

single is about Germany and both 
songs, ‘Der gott der Eisen machsen 
lieb’, and ‘Ich hab mich ergeben’ are 
sung in German. Why is a band that is 
so into being Swedish singing about 
the glory of Germany? I think it’s a 


homage to their German fans. At any 
rate, it’s a great 7” and Thule fans will 
not be disappointed. Great cover art 
and cool swirl wax to boot! Bottom 
Line: If you like Thule you know 
you’re gonna buy it. 

Dim Records 

V/A- Drunks Not Dead (7”) 

This is a good 4 way split 7” with 
bands from all over. The Louts, Die 
Strohsacke, The Bad Preachers, & 

Boot Militia. The uniting factor for all 
these bands is songs about drinking. 
Drinking songs are good as long as its 
not the same old shit coming back at 
you every time. That is kinda hard to 
achieve lyrically, and while none of the 
bands are breaking any new lyrical 
ground, they don’t do the standard 
“oioi beer” thing either. The Louts 
sound kinda boring, ok but nothing 
special. DS is pretty good, I wish I 
could understand what they were say¬ 
ing. Boot Militia does a really original 
sounding song on here that actually 
made me wanna go drink. Good band 
with a bad name. The Bad Preachers 
are probably the best on here with their 
catchy song about tequila. The b-side 
seems to be better than the a-side but 
the whole thing is pretty good.

V/A- Ride me Back to Skaville (CD) 
This 7” compilation on Like A Shot 
records out of France gives us four 
ska/reggae songs from three bands. 

The A-side consists of two tracks from 
The Explorers, a French reggae outfit. 
The first song, “Vampire,” is a great 
reggae number, with some nice, silly 
vocals and a quick rhythm. It sounds a 
lot like a good old Pyramids or Pama 
style recording. The second track, 
“Rock Steady Monster,” is another 
tune with some silly vocals, but this 
time they’re done over a great rock¬ 
steady rhythm. This also sounds a lot 
like one of the old Pama recordings, 
only more like the very early rock¬ 
steady singles rather than reggae. 
There’s a nice lead guitar in the mix, 
doing the chicken scratch style that’s 
so essential for true rocksteady, and 
there’s also a couple great harmonica 
leads that give it a bit of a different 
feel than traditional rocksteady. The 
Explorers present two cuts of some of 
the best rocksteady and reggae I’ve 
heard in a while, and they alone make 
this single a worthy investment. The 
B-side starts with another French band 
called (oddly enough) The Bizness. 
Their track, “Spider Ska,” has a very 
2Tone style sound that is best likened 
to early Madness, with a nice, quick 
ska beat led by a very prominent piano 
and organ combo. The clever sax 
solos that accompany the rest of the 
music make the track sound unmistak¬ 
ably like “One Step Beyond.” The 
second song on the side, “Little Rude 
Boy,” is from a Belgian band called 
Les Fous Du Roi. I must say that this 
song sucks. The distorted guitars keep 
a mid-tempo ska beat, making the tune 
sound like an early Rudiments or 
Against All Authority track. 

Obviously that’s not my favorite style. 
However, the rest of the single more 
than makes up for this little fluke, and

(CD)

one of the best record labels in the 
world they produced music from giants 
as Condemned 84, Section 5, Crashed 
Out, and the lords of all Hammers; The 
Straw Dogs. Thankfully for us even 
though Hammer is gone, the music 
from their sometimes hard to find eps 
has been collected for us by Step-1 
music. All 8 eps from the Hammer 
discography can be found on this cd 
collection. Music from all the afore¬ 
mentioned bands is showcased as well 
as great tracks from Blank Generation, 
Super Yob, & Boisterous. The stand¬ 
out tracks coming from the Straw 
Dogs, the Blank Generation ‘Another 
Victim’ ep, as well as the harder stuff 
from Condemned & the melodic 
stylings of Super Yob. Bottom Line: 
Unless you have everything Hammer 
Records put out, then there is a reason 
for you to get this cd.

Youth Defense League- Old Glory 

(12”) 

Been dying to hear some studio stuff 
from these guys for a while, and its 
been worth the wait. That classic YDL 
sound has finally been put to vinyl 
without the crappy sound of a live or 
demo quality track. Everybody knows 
what YDL sounds like so I won’t even 
bother with that, this is a 3 song 12” 
that definitely leaves you wanting 
more. The a-side is ‘Old Glory’ in a 
4-minute incarnation that will absolute¬ 
ly kick your ass all over the room. 

Then if your miserable behind can 
gather the strength to flip the record 
over the b-side combination of ‘New 
Glory’ and the anti-commie rocker

for sure. You definitely need a neck 
brace or possibly a seatbelt to listen to 
this. All the stuff you love about YDL 
is here and now it’s yours without the 
awkward live sound, or the demo level 
mistakes. Comes on lots of different 


colors of vinyl with different press #’s 
so its sure to be collectible down the 
road too. Bottom Line: Good as it 
gets for YDL fans, I just wish there 
was more of it... 

Vulture Rock 

Youthful Offenders- Domination 

(CD) 

I really did not think that I was gonna 
like this, and I tried not to but damned 
if these guys didn’t win me over. The 
reason I was not immediately partial to 
this release is that it doesn’t really 
offer anything new. Just the same old 
hardcore influenced oi that we have 
seen come out of New England 100 
times before. Why did I come around? 
Because the Youthful Offenders are a 
fun band. I’ve never seen them live

There are lyrically and 
musically mature tracks on here 
though, like ‘Thugs not Drugs’, ‘Your 
Rights’, and ‘Nobody’s Hero’. I’d 
love to see these guys live..I bet it 
would be a blast. Bottom Line: A 
solid release all around. Good debut 
full length for this New England band. 
Pure-Impact/Vulture Rock 
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Skinkorps- II Laudra Bien Vous Y 
Laure (LP) 


I’ll make it short cause I’m a man of 
few words. Skinkorps’ second lp on 
Chelsea records is a continuation of the 
sound found on both the “Rock n’ oi” 
and “Medias Folies” eps that Bulldog 
records put out in 1994. In fact some 
of the songs on those records can be 
found in the lp. The record is pretty 
strong for the most part, with songs 
“heros de la 3’ guerre mondiale” and 
“sans foie ni lois” as my pick for 
standouts. Overly whiny vocals can be 
found on “generation miterrand”, but 
overall all the songs are pretty good. 
For those who haven’t heard Skinkorps 
before, the first couple releases (Une 
force, un hymne ep and Mr. Clean lp) 
had very hard RAC sounding tracks. 
Later releases were a little more 
melodic but still had a hard edge. I’d 
compare them to the West Side Boys, 
but with more balls. If your not into it 
though, the vocals can annoy. 

Chelsea Records. (Review by Paul) 

Chauves Porris- Vaterland (LP) 
Chauves Porris is one of the best and 
most original bands I have ever heard. 
Period. Their singular brand of oi can¬ 
not be compared to any other band. 
‘Vaterland’ is their third release after a 
debut 7” and a previous lp (‘Censure’ 

& ‘Jusqu a la mort’), and with every 
song on this record you get a little 
something different. Some tracks such 
as ‘Liberte a Test’, ‘Tatoues’, and ‘Les 
Privilegies’ have a heavy oi influence 
and sound like what you would expect 
from a French band. Other songs like 
the title track have a foreboding feel to 
them, with a noticeable “World 
Serpent” style influence. ‘Skinhead 
Fever’ is an instrumental with back¬ 
ground sound effects that appears to 
have them mocking themselves for 
being French. There is even a track 
with strong rockabilly influence on it. 
Definitely one of the most diverse, and 
interesting albums out there...not to 
mention one of the best.

SCENE REPORT- BULGARIA 

This scene report was sent to me in August of ‘00 by IVAILO TONCHEV TONCHEV. It was edited slightly for length, but 
not for content or grammar. Nothing he said was changed. If you have a scene report sent it to Gang Up...we’ll print it. 


HELLO PEOPLE!! 

Let we talk about the situation in 2000! 
Right now the country is governed by 
the people of United Democratic 
Forces, opposed by the Bulgarian 
Socialist Party. Two main forces, sup¬ 
posed to cover the two extreme parts of 
the centre-left and right, but to me they 
all look the same..same arseholes blind¬ 
ed by the sparkling light of the glam¬ 
orous life and the talk of the money. It 
is more that naive to believe in politi¬ 
cians, yet so many people believe that 
politicians will help us build a better 
Bulgaria. Hey, that seems to be prom¬ 
ised every election year, but so far 
Bulgaria stays on the verge of the deep¬ 
est crisis in its history. I do not like and 
do not approve any of the attempts to 
find anything good or positive in poli¬ 
tics, they are a bunch of arseholes. The 
Bulgarian way of getting rich, .become a 
politician, get the others to know your 
corrupt nature and soon you will be 
bathing in money. The ex-dissidents 
from the 80s turned into fat assed mil¬ 
lionaires, that drive fast cars, own huge 
castles and they curse the commies, 
though they are worse than them!! 
Musically speaking..huh..let me start 
with the labels. Most of them are quite 
shortly lived. WIZARD is the biggest, 
mostly metal stuff is sold through it! 
Hilariously expensive prices, I do not 
like this label. They have put out some 
nice BG releases though, but I guess 
they are in it for the money only..They 
also put out gigs, where there is a deal, 
you will get the name WIZARD here. 
ON POINT Reds started as a HC label 
distribution for VICTORY in BG, but 
as they went bankrupt, they sold their 
distribution to Wizard and now they are 
releasing the third tape LAST HOPE, a 
BG HC band. CD and other things. 
RISE’N’SHINE is the short-lived label 
of Alex/LAST HOPE that put out a tape 


and faded in the nothingness. PIG- 
HOUSE Reds is based in Pemik and 
again it deals with black metal stuff 
mostly, but there is also some punk stuff 
too! They also put a zine in the same 
name, a good read, but only metal stuff 
is covered there. There are heaps of 
other metal zines, that are good enough 
for wiping your ass(not with the glossy 
ones though). NEVER AGAIN is a 
zine put out by DANTCHO, a very nice 
guy from Sofia. A totally DIY zine, 
devoted to the international HC scene. 
Now the bands. LAST HOPE play fast 
and powerful HC in the vein of the old 
USA bands. They and lots of other 
bands form the SOFIA HC crew. Other 
bands worth mentioning are FACE UP 
(fast HC,2 tapes out), STRAtegy X (1 
tape), TURNDOWN (1 tape), also with 
other bands like SPITFIRE, CATCH 
AS CATCH CAN, INCRIMINAL..and 
others. You can find lots of these HC 
kids on the streets of Sofia, if you ever 
decide to come here. They are like a big 
tribe, they put out gigs, zines, 
tapes..well, sometimes it turns out they 
are mostly in it for the fashion, but so 
many have stayed true since the early 
90s and you can count on their HC 
pride. Sofia is undoubtedly the HC city, 
together with VARNA, that is the punk 
capital. CONFRONT emerged from 
there, formed by some spiked anar¬ 
chists. They broke up in 97 leaving 3 
demos and a posthumous CD, released 
in 99 as a document for their tight OI 
influenced anarcho punk. DISSIDENT 
were more on the oi side of the things 
and they share members with CON¬ 
FRONT. Two demo tapes out. TER¬ 
RORISTS played fast punk, one tape 
out. Same with IGNORE, another 
short-lived punk project. JUST A 
PRODUCT play fast & tuneful punk, in 
the vein of the old school pop punk 
stuff (DESCENDENTS,ANGRY 


SAMOANS)..they have 4 tapes out and 
a song on a comp,7”,put out by the USA 
label ROTTEN HOUSE Reds. 
CROWFISH are totally melodic, hard 
punk, not bad. INDIGNITY and OUT¬ 
RAGE are both fast old school HC, 
having a few tape releases behind their 
backs. MEANSTREAM were a leg¬ 
endary HC band that put up a tape, & 
took part in a comp CD, done by 
BOYSLEVE in France and split up, due 
to CHRISTIAN’S departure to USA. 
They were also putting a zine that never 
came out and several booklets in 
Bulgarian, that proved a good reading. 
R.W.F. come from DOBRICH and play 
pogo punk with funny and sometimes 
quite serious lyrics. EREKTSIJA came 
from Pomorie and played psychobilly 
infl enced punk. PARANOIA from 
Smolian played oi influneced punk 
rock. OM from Sofia have more than 5 
albums, tight melodic oi with exotic 
folk roots. SRAM&POZOR did one 
punk album and later on turned into sad 
nazi oi outfit. Weirdly enough they 
have a huge support in all the gigs they 
perform, seems people like nazis here..i 
don’t. HIPODIL play good musically 
but horrible lyrically thrash/punk. They 
already have 5 tapes out and their songs 
are full of nasty sexist remarks and even 
nazi propaganda. Sad, they started as a 
punk band too. BFH are preparing their 
second album, great metallish oi from 
Varna. Have in mind most of the bands 
mentioned here released nothing but 
tapes, as vinyl is dead and CDs are too 
expensive to be made for our little 
wages. Most of these bands did tapes 
on major BG music labels, as they only 
can get the necessary promotion and 
distribution. Most of the bands are in 
eternal search for a releasing label, 
while the easiest thing is to do every¬ 
thing DIY, but sadly nobody gets the 
right idea in the right time. No foreign 







bands in the punk/HC field have ever 
played here, so it means this thing is 
open for YOU to do it!! Punk is getting 
really fashionable these days, with all 
those new MTV trends and the kids 
seem to respond to it quite whole heart- 
edly. There are lots of these clones. 
Well, that seems the end of this long 
article. Maybe I was too short on some 
topics, too long on others, but take it as 
it is. If you want to ask something, 
order something or to contact any of the 
abovementioned bands/artist.. .just 
check me!! You can easily contact me 
through the following address and ask 
for my distro list. It contains also a huge 
variety of music out of the whole 
globe...tapes/vinyl/CDs/zines.. LOTS 
OF SECOND HANDS!!!! Almost all 
sorts of music styles 
covered..oi/punk/hc/gothic/garage/ 
most of the stuff comes out of 
Bulgaria...My entire list can be obtained 
by writing to:

They 
have a sound that is unique among 
American bands & are beginning to 
make a name for themselves as one of 
the most aggressive & original bands 
in years. Check them out, you won’t 
be sorry. Siege is: Fred, Sean, & 
Alex. (F, S, & A in the interview) 
Interview conducted in October ‘00 


GU: Who is in Siege? 

-S: Fred is the guitarist & the vocalist; 
I am the bassist and backing vocalist. 
Fred and I are brothers. Our drummer 
is Alex. 

GU: How long have you been togeth¬ 
er? 

-F: Roughly 11 months 
GU: What are your hobbies and inter¬ 
ests? 

-F: History, medieval and classical 
studies encompassing literature, music 
and poetry. I’m really into beer cul¬ 
ture, which sort of leads into history 
again. Music, of course... I like Oi! as 
well as Celtic music, and 
classical.. .other forms of music too. I 
also just like hanging out and being 
with friends. 

-S: We have shared pastimes, like 
guns. I love bodybuilding and 
weightlifting. That’s definitely a 
favorite for me. I love music. I enjoy 
learning about my heritage, which Fred 
got me into, and I’m also fascinated 
with the history of World War II, and 
the era in world history that surrounds 
it. 

-A: I like range shooting and every¬ 
thing to do with guns. Drums are my 
biggest hobby. I like good-looking 


women too. 

GU: What kinds of music are you 
into? What are your biggest influ¬ 
ences? 

-S: I am influenced in a big way by 
bands like Midgards Soner and 
Storkraft. I like Storkraft because of 
their heavy edge and super gruff 
vocals. Midgards Soner for their tech¬ 
nicality. 

-F: Specific songs rather than specific 
bands inspire me. I get inspired if I 
hear a good song from Miburo or 
Intolleranza or whatever band that 
plays something new, or plays some¬ 
thing in 31 new way. I don’t have many 
bands that are specific favorites for 
me. 

-A: I’m into hardcore, Oi!, jazz, soul, 
rhythm and blues...everything. I listen 
to everything to try to get a broad 
range of influences in my music. 

GU: Tell us a little bit about your up 
bringing. What effect does your back¬ 
ground have on your music and your 
lives? 

-F: Firstly, we were raised in what is 
considered a traditional home setting. 
My mother stayed at home, my father 
was in the Navy. As a result of that we 
traveled around a lot. That has a lot to 
do with the way we view America and 
the world. We were also raised in a 
Christian home, and we consider our¬ 
selves to be strongly driven by morali¬ 
ty. This comes out a lot in our lyrics. I 
want to use this point on morality to 
clear something up. Some people, 
when listening to our music, misunder¬ 
stand some of our songs because we 
are from European decent, and some 
think that our lyrics marginalize peo¬ 


ple. We carry a heavy patriotic- 
“R.A.C.” edge in our music, but this 
does not mean we are Fascists or take 
the stance of a National Socialist. The 
difference between what I write and 
what somebody with Fascist beliefs 
would write is their motivation for 
writing a song and their moral stance. 
When I write music I try to write it 
from a Christian moral standpoint, like 
discussing what we think the nation 
needs to do to get back on track, ect. 
We’re not trying to preach, but we are 
trying to offer an alternative to a lot of 
the politically correct drivel that is out 
there.. .a return to traditional values. 

-S: Siege stands very much for the 
preservation of American Democracy. 
This is why our music carries such a 
powerful R.A.C. influence. 
Communism is the greatest threat to 
world peace. 

GU: There seems to be a “Celtic” 
theme in the bands artwork and presen¬ 
tation. . .any specific reason for that? 

-F: Well let’s see, I always wanted a 
folk band, but I had to settle for an Oi! 
band instead (laughter). Seriously 
though we use the Celtic theme 
because it represents us, and our her¬ 
itage. We are very proud of European 
heritage and see it as a very important 
part of who we are. We hail our 
European identity as much if not more 
than our American identity. I also try 
to shed a different light on knot work, 
as something that is not just decoration 
for the militant right wing, but a tradi¬ 
tional art form that anyone can use and 
enjoy. I respect knot work as an art 
form, and it was something that I 
wanted to incorporate into the band’s 














presentation. We are also going to start 
incorporating traditional Celtic 
melodies into our music, maybe even 
instrumentation like bagpipes and 
penny whistles. 

GU: Who writes the lyrics? What are 
some of your song topics? 

-S: Fred writes all the lyrics and songs 
and brings them to practice. Then we 
each write our own parts in the songs. 
-F: Some of our song topics are capitol 
punishment and welfare; we have one 
called “R.A.C. for democracy” where 
we try to paint R.A.C. in a different 
light than it is usually portrayed. 

Again, though some of this stuff may 
come off as political I don’t think in 
political terms. I write songs from a 
moral point of view so even though 
some the songs may be hot button 
political issues, I also feel that there is 
a moral side to these issues that has to 
be addressed, and that is exactly what I 
do in our lyrics. 

Most of our songs are actually about 
skinheads, and our stance on skinhead 
culture. Some of our songs are just 
about life. Even if a topic has been 
sung about before, and I admit we 
don’t always cover new ground, we try 
to write songs in a new way or from a 
new perspective. 

GU: Where do you see America in 20 
years? 

-S: If America continues in its liberal 
downhill slide, we will see a decline in 
morals in the country that will soon 
transfer over to other aspects of society 
and government. An inevitable break¬ 
down would then, unfortunately, occur. 
America as we know it would die. 

GU: How do you think U.S. Oi! holds 
up versus Oi! from other parts of the 
world? 

-S: I don’t like a lot of U.S. Oi! 

There are only 2 American bands I 
really like, Forced Reality & the 
Templars. 

-F: American Oi!, to a large extent, is 
really poppy, and that’s something that 
you don’t see in bands from Europe, or 
South America, and a lot of times even 
Japan. There are great American 
bands though, the greatest of them all 


being the Templars, of course. 

They’ve really carried it in the world 
for the last 8 years or so. 

-A: Overall American Oi! is not as 
strong but the bands that are good are 
REALLY good, so it sort of balances 
out. 

GU: What is the scene like in your 
area? 

-S: Small. For a while the only Oi! 
band we had around here was 
United 121/Spitfires, and then the occa¬ 
sional touring band that would come 
through. We’re trying to bring it back 
and have more shows with more local 
bands happening more often. 

-F: Very small for our tri-state area of 
DC, Maryland, and Northern Virginia. 
GU: There are problems in every area, 
from those who spread rumors and 
gossip, to clubs that won’t put on 
shows, to political conflicts. What do 
you see as the biggest problems that 
cause division and discord in your 
town? 

-S: Definitely the gossip. 

-F: Yeah, the gossip around here is ter¬ 
rible. People gossip about all kinds of 
nonsense. Its sick and in no way con¬ 
structive. 

GU: When people see you live what 
should they expect? 

-S: Sheer aggression and Skinhead 
pride! 

-F: They should feel like they are 
being Sieged. 

-A: A good show. They should see 
some music they can get into and have 
a good time with. 

GU: What has been your favorite show 
to date? 

-S: Definitely when we played with the 
Templars. 

-A: The Templars show kicked ass. 
GU: When are we gonna see more 
Siege shows? Are you guys planning a 
tour? 

-F: We would like to play a tour or 
maybe even a regional mini-tour, but 
we can’t play out as much because 
Sean and Alex are in school and that 
eats up a lot of their time. Limited 
transportation (a.k.a. no touring vehi¬ 
cle) and equipment puts the kabosh on 


any sort of touring for Siege. 

Hopefully in the summer we will be 
able to play out a little bit more. 

GU: Are you into any sports? What 
teams do you follow? 

-F: Soccer. The U.S. national team and 
DCU 

-A: Yeah, we are all DC United sup¬ 
porters.
